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Round Table Carries 130 Pounds 


To Score Easy Victory

After arriving at Santa Anita, Neil S, 
McCarthy’s *Seaneen turned in a series 
of blistering workouts, and when he won the 
San Carlos Handicap in courageous fash- 
ion, there was murmuring among the nat- 
ives. It was remembered that the Irish- 
bred colt had missed by only a head be- 
hind Round Table, ‘‘and was catching him”, 
in the Malibu Sequet, so the notion sprout- 
ed that this might be the one to make 
things interesting during the Arcadia 
meeting. 

It was only a dream, 

Round Table demolished the illusion 
in the San Fernando Stakes, a race for 
four-year-olds, on January 11, 

So easily did Round Table accomplish 
his victory in the 1 1/16- mile test that 
Rider Bill Shoemaker spent the final fur- 
longs admiring the fine green turf and 
floral embellishments of the infield, 
checking the crowd and figuring out what 
ten per cent of $15,750 amounts to, Three 
times he looked back to make sure that 
the others had taken the right course. 

The time was 1:42 1/5, excellent for a 
workout. 

Round Table, under 130 pounds, came 
out of the gate running and dared them to 
come to him. BY the time he was in the 
middle of the backstretch, his lead -was 
about four lengths. *Seaneen tried to make 
a race of it, but only succeeded in em- 
phasizing the winner’s superiority. 

At the eighth pole, Round Table was 
still four lengths on top and made the 
gallop to the wire at half throttle. Those 
who offered up a $2 oblation, received a 
50-cent blessing. 

The Searcher got home before *Sean- 
een to collect second money. 

Round Table’s first 1958 start was 
worth $15,750 to Owner Travis M. Kerr. 
The colt brought in $600,258 in °57, with 
15 wins, 1 second and3 thirds in22 starts. 

He now stands eighth, with $689,334, 
on the list of all-time money winners. The 
San Fernando prize pushed him past 
Assault, 

Round Table is by *Princequillo, from 
*Knight’s Daughter, by Sir Cosmo, He was 
bred by Claiborne Farm and ran his early 
races for that outfit. 

Willie Molter trains. 

*Seaneen, third to finish in the San 
Fernando, launched his 1958 campaign 
one week earlier (January 4) inthe seven- 


furlong San Carlos Handicap. He chased 
El Khobar until fatigue claimed that one, 
and held off the wild charge of Porter- 
house to eke out a nose victory. Porter- 
house was 14th of 14 with a quarter of a 
mile to go, and had only two horses licked 
at the eighth pole. 

Mystic Eye also closed well to get 
third. He was a neck back of thefirst two, 
and half a length before Terrang, fourth to 
reach the wire. 

Handicapper F, E, Kilroe takes those 
crazy finishes with him wherever he goes. 

The money award to the winner was 
$37,000 and that went to the account of 
Mr. Neil S, McCarthy. Bill Finnegan 
trains *Seaneen and Bill Harmatz was 
up for the San Carlos. 

In °57, *Seaneen won 7 races and 
$43,700. 

The four-year-old colt was bred in 
Ireland by the Irish National Stud Company. 
He is by *Royal Charger, out of Tir an 
Oir, by Tehran. 

With 24 three-year-old fillies entered 
for La Centinela Stakes (January 8) the 
Santa Anita front office split the six- 
furlong dash in two. Scratches dented 
the field, but the first half went off with 
eleven and the second with nine.

The favorite, Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Stumbling Block, won the first division, 
and King Ranch’s Well Away, at better 
than 38 to 1, took Section 2. 

Stumbling Block, in contention all the 
way, displaced Hasty Score, early pace- 
setter, and resisted the determined Madam 
Chuck to win by a neck, The time was 
1311 2/5. 

Stumbling Block (Stone Age-Balking, 
by Balko) was making her second 1958 
start and registering her second win. 
The race was worth $8,387.50 and made 
her total since January 1, $11,137.50. 
She was firstonce, second twice and third 
once in 4 1957 starts. 

Ray York rode Stumbling Block in La 
Centinela; Bill Winfrey trains for Vander- 
bilt. 

Hank Moreno rode Well Away to her 
divisional win. The filly raced along a 
couple of lengths back of the pack of Mrs. 
E. B. and Nushie, and drove through in 
the stretch to win by a head over Winking 
Louise. The latter and Toong-Soong, which 
finished third, also moved up after the 
leaders had wrung themselves out, 

Nushie hung on for fourth, 

Though Well Away ran the six furlongs 
a full second faster than Stumbling Block 
(1:10 2/5), she earned $300 less, as there 
were three less starting fees. Her pot 
amounted to $8,087.50. 

Like Stumbling Block, Well Away made 
her second 1958 start in La Centinela. 
Unlike Stumbling Block, she didn’t win her 
first one.

Prix. Generally regarded as the best stal- 
lion developed in France. 

(1936)—Did not run at two. Won French Derby

and Grand Prix (1% miles.) Unbeaten. 


Reviewing the long line of the very greatest stallions, certain facts 
about their performances stand out: 
A) None of them showed marked deterioration, following 
their two-year-old form. 
B) None of them can be regarded as a pure sprinter— 
having a distance limitation of six or seven furlongs. 
C) Most of them were colts of high form at two, and form 
as high and in most cases higher at three or more. 
In other words, as a group, these were horses of superior speed 
plus superior stamina. Speed alone is not enough, and very rarely is 
stamina alone enough. (Bruleur, etc.) 





PEDIGREE: 

This is a very extensive subject and a few brief observations must 
suffice. 

(1) The wholly “chance bred” horse rarely makes an outstanding 
stallion, however good his own performance on the track. ALSAB was 
a great performer, but has not been an equally great sire. 

(2) On the basis of 150 years of Derby and St. Leger winners in 
England, “out bred” sires—that is whose pedigrees show five or more 
“free generations”—have twice as good a chance of success as “inbred 
sires”—that is, whose pedigrees show inbreeding with two generations 
or less. 


This is not to say that no inbred sires succeed. GALOPIN with 
two “free generations” and FLYING FOX with one “free generation” 
were excellent sires. 


However, the greatest sires of the breed, such as STOCKWELL 
(17 classic races), ST. SIMON (17 classic races), and BULL LEA have 
been “out bred.” 


(3) As a general proposition, the stouter a stallion’s pedigree is, 
the greater the likelihood of his success. Of twenty colts which won 
both the Derby and St. Leger, eight came from stout (not sprinting) 
female lines. These all made good stallions. Of the remaining twelve, 
only six made good stallions. 


. 

Obviously, the more “solid” a pedigree is with merit, and the 
fewer “blank spots” there are, the better. One example of a horse 
better at stud than on the track was TOURBILLON, generally regarded 
as the best stallion in the history of France. TOURBILLON won the 
French Derby but was narrowly beaten in the Grand Prix. He was a 
very good but not outstanding race horse. Consider his pedigree. His 
sire was KSAR, the greatest horse of his time, whose dam KIZIL 
KOURGAN was perhaps the greatest mare that has run in France. She 
won the Fr. 1000 guineas, Fr. Oaks, Grand Prix and Royal Oak (Fr. St. 
Leger.) Her dam KASBAH also won the Fr. Oaks. TOURBILLON’S 
own dam DURBAN, was the best two-year-old of her year, and won 
first class stakes at three. The second dam won the Fr. 1000 guineas, 
and the third dam was the American stakes winner FRIZETTE, a great 
brood mare. 


Here was a pedigree without a blank and one could almost be sure 
TOURBILLON would be a great sire. 


As against this, ST. SIMON, the greatest of all modern sires, was 
by a first class race horse and sire GALOPIN, out of a 16-year-old dam 
who had done very little on the turf and had bred very little before 
him. His own racing class was so superlative one was bound to keep 
an open mind about him. 


Furthermore, if anyone else can find any indication in the pedigree 
of GALLINULE that he was destined to become the great sire he 
showed himself to be, I confess I cannot. He was by a first class race 
horse and sire ISONOMY out of a mare by another first class race 
horse and sire HERMIT. But there are thousands of pedigrees equally 
good, and hundreds and hundreds of performances as good. 


CONCLUSION: One cannot be dogmatic about pedigrees, but one 
can make educated guesses that will not always be wrong.

Of the L11 stallions listed by the 
Virginia Thoroughbred Association, 103 
individuals are standing in the Old Dom- 
inion and1l0 are newcomers to the ranks. 
Thus, the breeder may find a stallion to 
suit his taste be he looking for a race 
horse, field horse or show prospect. 

While Call Over, ch., 1947, by Devil 
Diver-Duchess Anita by Count Gallahad 
is no newcomer to the stallion ranks, 
having formerly stood at Glade Valley 
Farm, Maryland, this is his first season 
in Virginia. From his first crop of six 
registered foals, 2-year-olds of 1956, 
came the winners Nah Hiss; Baseball Bob;

Seven newcomers will join Maryland’s 
roster of 92 stallions for the 1958 breed- 
ing season with the syndicated Career Boy 
heading the list of first season horses. 

Not since the great Native Dancer was 
retired has a Maryland breeding farm 
claimed the distinction of housing a stallion 
which headed the Experimental Handicap 
during his two-year-old season, 

Career Boy, topweighted at 126 pounds 
on the 1955 Experimental, will join *Ad- 
vocate and *Northern Star this spring at 
the Windmill Hill Farm near Havre de 
Grace, 

*Advocate, imported last year from 
Australia, will also be serving his first 
term in Maryland at Peter Jay’s expanding 
breeding establishment, 

Other newcomers to Maryland include 
King’s Stride, sire of the sterling sprinter 
King Hairan, and the very solidly- bred trio 
of Dictar, Promptness and *Brunetto, 

A thumbnail sketch of the newcomers 
follows: 

CAREER BOY, dk.b., 1953, by Phalanx- 
Swanky, by *Mahmoud. 

Winner of $251,089 in three seasons 
of campaigning, Career Boy boasts out- 
standing credentials. He led the Experi- 
mental Handicap of 1955 - assigned 126 
pounds by F, E, (Jimmy) Kilroe as against 


125 for Nail and Needles and 124 for Prince 
John - winning two stakes and placing 
second in two others. The following season 
as a three-year-old he was voted best 
grass performer of the year by the 
Triangle Publications Staff, climaxing his 
campaign with a triumph in Atlantic City’s 
$100,000 United Nations Handicap.

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NEW STALLIONS IN KENTUCKY 


Frank Talmadge Phelps 


Kentucky, which annually accounts for 
about half of the 50-odd new stallions, 
has 28 horses scheduled to enter stud 
this season, according to the best infor- 
mation available by New Year’s Day. 

Moreover, two other additions to the 
Blue Grass stud roster are moving there 
from other states for the 1958 breeding 
season; and another stallion from abroad 
will be making his first American stud 
season this spring. 

The list of horses entering stud for 
the first time in Kentucky includes stal- 
lions to suit nearly every taste, in terms 
of performance, bloodlines and stud fees. 

Almost every kind of runner except 
a classic winner may be found among 
the Blue Grass State’s 28 newcomers. 
There are leading two-year-olds, prom- 
inent three-year-olds, brilliant handicap 
routers, champion sprinters, hardy per- 
formers of a cut less class, and even 
unraced horses being given a chance 
at stud on the basis of their sterling 
pedigrees. 

The variety of bloodlines available 
among the new Kentucky stallions is 
reflected by the fact that only three sires 
got more than one member of the 28, 
*Alibhai, Bull Lea and *Nasrullah have 
two sons apiece. 

Announced fees range from $350 to 
$5,500, practically all under some var- 
iation of live-foal conditions. Seven of 
the new Kentucky stallions already have 
full books for the 1958 season. 

Seven of the Blue Grass’ freshman 
studs are owned by syndicates. 

All but one of Kentucky’s new stallions 
are located within a 20-mile radius of 
Lexington. At farms in the immediate 
vicinity of that hub of the Blue Grass 
stand 17 of them. Seven more will hold 


court at breeding establishments near 
Paris, 17 miles to the northeast. The 
homes of three more are situated 13 
miles west of Lexington, two at Ver- 
sailles and the other eight miles farther 
north at Midway. The other new stallion 
will stand at Goshen, about 70 more miles 
to the west. 

Two Lexington farms, Darby Dan Farm 
and the Stallion Station, have three new- 
comers apiece. Darby Dan will also be the 
new home of one of the stallions being 
moved to Kentucky this year. 

Three other breeding establishments 
boast two new stallions each: Spend- 
thrift Farm, Lexington; and Claiborne 
Farm and Threave Main Stud, both near 
Paris. Claiborne is also the new home of 
the sire standing his first American stud 
season this year.

Those 
that didn’t make the grade might become 
exercise boys, and we need lots more good 
exercise boys, too. You have to cater too 
much to the few we have now.”

She won two of the three classes 
and took second in the third. As a result 
she was pinned pet pony champion of the 
two-day show. She has been shown as a 
pleasure mount against horses and has 
always placed well in these classes, never 
lower than fourth. Surprise is now in foal 
to Tureen Laddie, a registered Connemara 
stallion belonging to Mrs. Charles Chase 
of Avon, New York. Surprise has been 
ridden exclusively by our ten-year-old 
daughter with the exception of the fall 
show for the younger members of the 
Green River Pony Club at which she won 
three jumping classes ridden by Sue and 
two other youngsters. 

We have been raising grade ponies on 
small scale for several years, but I have 
yet to finda pony that cancompare with the 
Connemara for a child’s mount, whether 
beginner or advanced. 

I enjoyed your articles about new 
Connemaras in this country and look 
forward to more news about them. I would 
enjoy hearing more about different ponies 
of this breed in this country.

The famous racehorse and sire Eclipse 
was bred by the Duke of Cumberland and 
was sold as a yearling to Mr. Wildman for 
75 guineas. He was a chestnut horse (1764) 
by Marske-Spiletta, by Regulus. When four 
years old Capt. O’Kelly purchased a half 
interest in him for 650 guineas and soon 
after purchased Mr. Wildman’s half for 
1,100 guineas. Eclipse did not start until

five years old. In May 1769 he won his 
first race. It was at Epsom, where he beat 
a field of five. He won nine races that 
year. He won the same number in 1770, 
making eighteen races without defeat and 
retired to stand at Epsom at 50 guineas. He 
died in February 1789 at the Cannons in 
Surrey. His fee had been reduced to 30 
guineas. A dissection of his remains show- 
ed that his heart weighted 13 lbs. 

Horizon was his first winner. In twenty- 
three years Eclipse had 344 winners of 
518,000 Pounds. His four sons Mercury, 
King Fergus, Joe Andrews and Pot-8-Os 
alone maintained his male line for any 
length of time. At the outset of his stud 
career, Eclipse was rather surpassed by 
his great rival Mr. Tattersall’s Highflyer, 
but eventually Eclipse’s stock took the lead 
of all. Mr. Tattersall always claimed that 
Eclipse was not a son of Marske, but of 
Shakespeare, because he had the same 
white face and legs, whereas Marske was a 
small brown horse. It was pointed out in 
reply that Mr. Tattersall was very keen at 
buying Marske mares to cross with High- 
flyer. 

Eciipse is to be found in every pedigree 
of Thoroughbred horses. Not only that, but 
his male lines are maintained intact to this 
day. The line of Pot-8-Os is the most 
numerous through his son Waxy, sire of 
Whalebone. There it divides between Sir 
Hercules and Camel. The Sir Hercules 
line reads Birdcatcher, The Baron, Stock- 
well, Then it descends through Stockwell’s 
male descendants. The Camel line reads 
Touchstone, Newminster, Lord Clifden, 
Hampton, and the latter’s male descend- 
ants. There is also aline from Touchstone 
(above) reading Touchstone, Orlando, 
Eclipse, Alarm, Himyar and Domino. The 
French have a line of Whalebone tracing 
from Defence thence through The Emperor 
and Monarque. The King Fergus line of 
Eclipse reads, King Fergus, Hamble- 
tonian, Whitelock, Blacklock, Voltaire, 
thence to St. Simon,

THOROUGHBRED NAMES 

The new British Jockey Club Rule 
to the effect that no racehorse could be 
entered for or compete on the Turf unless 
named, was long overdue and welcomed. 
It would probably have been opposed by 
the famous Lord Glasgow, who, at Middle- 
ham, had perhaps the biggest string in 
training of any Own-r of his day. He had a 
rooted objection to naming his horses, 
arguing that a horse should not have a 
name until it had earned one. The result 
was that he had lots of colts and fillies 
by the same sires running, thus causing 
endless confusion. He would not part with 
any of his bloodstock and had regular 
shooting days among those which gave no 
promise. Under’ great pressure from 
fellow members of the Jockey Club, he was 
once induced to identify three of his horses 
and registered them thus: Give-him-a- 
name, He-isn’t worth-a-name and He- 
has-a-name. j.F-B.
